SUBJECT; Briefing of a Joint Meeting of the Intelligence Subcommittee 
and Subcommittee No. 1 (Research and Development) of 
House Armed Services Committee. 


1. This afternoon General Lew Allen, D/DCI/IC, and I I 25X1A 

| appeared before the above Subcommittees in response 
to Chairman Hebert's, House Armed Services Committee, request for 
a briefing on intelligence community funds and program included in 
current military authorization legislation. The meeting was chaired by 
Hebert.
